ſozf, that a long while the people ran as men bereſt of their 
wits up and downe the ſtreets, fogetfnll of their pꝛivate and 
neceſſatybuſineCe:but time that limifeth an end to the greas 
teſt ſozrowes, cauſed Cimbriana after conſideration how na» 
ture claimed but his, to take ozder foz the pꝛecious balming 
ger fathers co2ps, e fez the magnificence of his Funerats, 
ich thee perſoꝛmed in ſuch ſumptuous ſoꝛt, as might be⸗ 
Nu her dutifull affection, and her fathers pzincely p;ogeny: 
Foztume ſeeing the Lady not greatly checked with this mate, 
Thought to ſpoꝛt himſelfe in the tragicall miſhap of this young 
Pꝛinceſſe. Foz the Funerali ended, i the by will of the Sena- 
Fo2scoing to her Coꝛonation the ſolenumty therot was ſcarte⸗ 
{y finiſhed, befoze wozd was bzonght her that Raſcianus with 
a multitude of his Caſpians hadplaced a monſtrous ikrong 
Legat about the City. Cimbriana willing to ſpight Foꝛtune 
with patiente, made no anſwere as one not caring what the 
enemy could doe by foꝛtę, and as teſolv:d by her fathers com- 
mund rather to die then conſent,committing therfoꝛe the gatd 
of the Cityto the charge ol the Senato2s the remained quiet 
And ſecure in her Chamber. But the Senatoꝛs whoſe heads 
though nat armed with helmets yet Fozed with politick foze- 
light of their enemies indevours, cauſed the Gates to be chut 
up, the Perculliſes to be let downe, the walls to be counter⸗ 
mured mith rampiers of fozces. and every quarter of the Citp 
to be garded with ſevergil companies, both of Captaines and 
Souldiers fitfo2 ſuth'a charge. Raſcianus ſ&inghow the Ci⸗ 
tizens pꝛepared themſelves to defence. ſcoꝛning fo beare the 
babe 8 t ſuth a panitry Towne. pet willing to win theLavy, 
rather by intteaty then by fozce, ſent a Yeralt of Armes, who 
frindly let into the gates, admitted to Limbrianaes pꝛeſente,

Befoꝛe the Yeralt could end his charge, Cimbriana not beds 
ring ſuch a pzeſumpteons hʒave of ſuch a tyꝛant, returned him 
this bziefe anſwere. Fo2 that heralt Peſſengers-carry pꝛivi⸗ 
ledges in their fozeheads; to free ihem from any foꝛraine pꝛe⸗ 
judice J heaxe with patience what thou haſt in charge but un⸗ 
willing to be further pzivy to his thzeats,ſay thus from me to 
Raſcianus: That Ci mbriana having teares in hor epes and 
ſighes from her heart foz her fathers death, hath no place left 
to grieve at the daring termes of any tyꝛant, that che ſcoꝛneth 
his pzofer 02 friendſhip, as a P2ince unwoztyy her Majesty, 
much leſſe her love: that her @enatozs & Citizens think they 
are as politick, as he is valiant, e are as able to defend, as he to 
aſCalt:therfoze wil the pꝛoud pꝛinte to do his woꝛſt, fo; he can⸗ 
not affright them with death that feare not death: with that

' ſwer ſo full of Majeſty. The Senatoꝛs conducting him out bf 
the city witha friendly farewel,ſuffred him to depart:who re- 
turning to the king fold y reſolute reply of the pꝛinceſſe which 
perplexed Raſcianus with a double paſſion, ſos as he mas in- 
vironed.with the courage of ſuch a peercleſe Queen aspoefer- 
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was ſv obſtinate as to give him the repulſe of ſuch a ſweet any 
deſired benefif, revenge crying fo take leave of affection, ſo 
Hardned his heart, that ſwearing never to intreat againe, he 
pꝛeſently commanded hisGeneral(called Mandauior) aman 
of invincible courage and valour, to give a fierce and furious 
aſſault to the City,fith the cowards had ſo fearefully harbozed 
. themſelves within the walls: He whom nothing better plea- 
ſed then the command of martiall attempts, pzeſently upon 
this charge, gathering his men at armes zütted with 
their ſcaling Lathers and other munition, Mandaviorfozmoft, 
as one full of courage, began ſo valiantliy to give an aſſault, 
as had not the Citizens made as viole an intermedley, by 
thꝛowing downe hot pitch, timber, and tones from the walls, 
the City had beene ſcaled and ſacked: but ſuch a hot reũſtance 
was made, that the Caſpians fled from the walls: but Man- 
davior with the example of his foztitude, and the thꝛeats of 
rebenge upon the cowards, he ſo inconraged them that a freſh 
they allanlted but with ſucha great laughter,that deſpight of 
himleife the Generallwasfaine to found retreat,e with ſome- 
louie retire to the camp. This repulſe nothing amazing them, 
they aſſailed ſundzy times to indammage che town, but all in 
vain, which ſo grit bed Mandavior, that impatient ot foꝛtunes 
frowne,he ſoveſperatly at the next aſlault offredfo climbe the 
wall that he was flaine,aaw his menbeaten backe with great 
effaſfon of blood: Mandavior dead, Raſcianus appointed in his 
rome onePrelides;amanfar wozeliberal then the other was 
vaitant, who pzomiliig to perfoꝛme that by pzodigall expens 
tes. that avior wiged of by his valiant indeavours told 
his Load that thete was no City ſo Urong, whereinto an Alle 
tavern with gold could not enter: that great gifts were little

the peace with the Ring: this requeſt thought neceCary by 
Cimbriana and her Counſell, the Senatozs came, in whoſe 
reſidence at the Campe Cleop hanes going into the City, any 
into the Parket⸗place, gathering a multitude of the rude and 
common ſozt together, he ſubtellp began to inſinnate inte 
their mindes, with this pleaſing Dzation.

The Gzecians thanking Priamus faz his Pzincely courte- 
fe, pace on to the Palace, where alighting and entring they 
found all things ready furniſhedfo2 dinner, ſo that ſet downe 
every man in his degree, they feu to ſuch cheare as ſa ſudden 
a warning would aFo2d: which was ſo ſumptuous, and (to ſay 
troth ) ſerved in with ſuch pꝛodigall magnificenes, as the Gzes 
ci ans thought Bacchus and Czves ment there tp diſtober 
their ſuperũuity: fading thus moze with the eye, chen glutting 
the ſtomack, pet faking their reyaſt with god appetite; they 
pat over virmer with many pleaſant diſcourſes ; which foz 
bzevity ſake. F omit.  Uell, the Table untcsvered, Hecuba 
and the Ladies wont to talks; av to ſ&@ the pleaſure of the 
Palace: but the L02ds ſat ſtill ſilent. untill Prianius began to 
put them from their muſes with theſe words.

ons from ci vill mutinies. Being thus happy,as one that knew 
not what miſhap ment: Foztune intending to make him u 
particular inſtance; on whom without chance to power her 
momentaine pleaſures,lent him th2e Sons, the eldeſt named 
Frontinus, was from his youth addiced to martiall diſcipline, 
taking no delight but in armoz:in ſo much that befoze he was 
come to the age of ſixtene pieres. he excelled moſt of al the E- 
gyptianLo2ds in feats of armes: which ſeeing in a peaceable 
Country he could not pzactiſe,be ſecretty ſtole from his father, 
and travelled into thoſe parts where he heard blood t revenge 
were painted on their Enfignes, being of ſuch courage & dex⸗ 
terity in the field, that the fame of his valout  pzoweſſe was 
not onely renowned in the Court of Memphis, but blazed 
thozow the whole wozld, like a ſecond Mars: His other Bꝛo⸗ 
ther called Martignanus, confrariwiſe followed the ſfeps of 
2 father. fening rather after the pꝛecepts ol philoſophy,then

1 A the City of Athens (famous thozow the world 12 Phis 
loſophers and ſouldters) amongſt the Senatoꝛs foꝛ the Cate 
of the City was Ariitocratia, there ruled as chiefe (honoured 
generally foz his god parts) one Roxander, rhofen by the 
conſent ofthe Senate Dictato2 inthe warres, this being ele⸗ 
ted Captaine, was ſo favozed by fozfune, as * never waged 
batfaile wherein he remained nor victoz : in ſo much as the 
fame of his happy ſucceſſe was a warrant tothe Athenians of 
their ſafety. Df ſtature he was ſmall, of meane tourage, nu 
man greatly lettered:but to recompence theſe defecs,he was 
of ſuch exceeding bounty e liberality to all men, but eſpecially 
to his @ouldiers, that his very countenance was ſufficient fo 
incotrage the mott baſhful coward ts the combat, Foz the A⸗ 
thenians by their law gave all the ſpoiles gotten in warres to 
the Captaine, onely appointed fo2 the Souldiers their oꝛdi⸗ 
naty pay: but Roxander, as he triumphed in many victozies, 
never inrichedhimſelfe, but equally imparted the treaſures 
of the enemy amongft the ſouldiers actoꝛding to their deſerts; 
being of ſuch a liberall minde towards them that pzofeffed 
mattiall diſcipline, that at his owne charges hee founded 
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reliefe might adde a glam ts his renowne: Giving dowzies fo 
the daughters of ſuch as were llaine, and in peace being a fa⸗ 
ther to all them over whom he had been a Captaine in wars. 
Envy the ſecret enemy to honoꝛ, grudging as well at his ver⸗ 
tues as his foztunes, bꝛought him in as despe hate with the 
Senato2s,as he was in favour with the @ouldiers : fo2 they 
ſuſpedting that he ment by his liberal ty to inũnuate into the 
hearts of the Commons: andts ſteale away the minds of the 
popular ſoꝛt, ſo to plant himſelte, as (vole Governour : ( ths 
anely thing they feared, leſt their Ariſtocracie ſhould be rr⸗ 
duced to a Monarche) by a penall law called Oltcaciſme, 
found fault with his aſpyzing, and ſo did not onely confiſcate 
his gods, but condemne him foz ever into exile: Roxander 
having the ſentence of his baniſhment pzonounced, thinking 
that foztume ment fo give him a check, thought as roughly to 


deale with her, c therfoze put up her abuce with patience, ſmi⸗ 


ting that when the Senate had paized the Anventozp of his 
geods,the ſumme amountednot to ſo much as would diſcharge 
his paſſage into @icilia, whither he was baniſhed, But the 
Squidiers and popular ſozt hearing ofthis injury, as men fu- 
rions,not them to armes, and in great multitude flocked to the 
doo ze of the Senate houſe, where they ſwoꝛe to revenge the 
w2ong offred to Roxander : The Senates and Cenſo2s with 
ather Dfficers of the City, ſought by thzeats and other per- 
ſwaſions fo appeaſe them: but in vaine, fill that Roxander 
p2eferring the quiet of his Country befoze his owne paivate 
welfare fanvding upon the ſtaixes, deſcending from the Coun- 
tell chamber, pacified them with this baiefe Oꝛation. 
Citizens of Athens, famous thozow all G2eece foz your dit- 
titull obedience in peace, and roſolute indevozs in wars: acs 
tounted the pꝛeſidents of perfect ſubjects, by manifeſting reve⸗ 
rence to ſuch as the gots have plated as gods fo governe men, 
meane the grave and wiſe Senatozs : what madneile hath 
infenced pour minds? what fury hath foꝛced this upꝛoʒe? what 
meanes the noiſe of Ar und the Weapons as fearefull 
object in ſuch a penrab fm, unleſſe deſirous. fo ſ&ke your 
alune ruine, vou intend ti vill mufiny, the fall of your ſelves, 
and the fatail miſhap of your poſterity: what doe you want: 
who hath offred wzong e are not the @enatozs ſet to or 
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JTuſkiee-and with that befoze he could utter any moze wozds, 
they cryed out; we (weare tokepe ther from baniſhment, and 
have ſwozne to revenge thy injury, whom we love moze then 
all the Senatozs. After the neile was ſo ceaſed that he might 
be heard, Roxander went fozward in his ſpech : if it bee fo: 
mee (wozthy Citizens) you have taten armour in ſæking fo 
grace me with your favonr,you pinch me with diHonour : in 
eoveting my liberty, you b2ing me within the bondage of tn- 
famy : The Senate hath paſt judgement againſt me in Ju⸗ 
Fice, and J content fo bzwke the penalty of the law with 
patience : offences muſt be -puniſhed , and puniſhments ' 
bozne with quiet, not with revenge: Have J ltbed fozty 
veeres a dutifull ſibjec in Athens, and ſhall J now by pour 
meanes be accounted a mutineus rebell: no, loving Country⸗ 
men: if ever my deſerts habe bene ſuch, as pe thinke mn er 
pour friend, lap away your weapons, returne every man to 
his owne houſe, ſo hall Roxander accoimt you his friends: 
other wiſe, fo2 ever take you as his enemies. No ſwner had 
he ſpoken theſe woꝛds, but ebery man peaceably, though ſoꝛ⸗ 
vowfall, went home fo his houſe : and hee within th: daves 
fayledpwze, and diſmiſſed into Sicilia. Roxander had not᷑ 
li ved long in exile, but a quarreli grew befweene the The⸗ 
bans and the Athenians, about the deflow2ing of a Paide of 
Athens: whereupon, as envie ſtirreth up a ſecret grudge fone 
to revenge, the Athenians by advice of the Senate, muffrey 
their men, lea vied a great hoſt, over whom there wits appoin⸗ 
ted fixe wiſe & grave Senatfozs, the yongeft of which had been 
befoze times Dictato2,to have the conduct of the army, and o⸗ 
der them all as 'Generall was placed Cliromaches, a man ot 
fnvincible valour and foꝛtitude, ſtoꝛed thus with mens mu⸗ 
nifion, with wiſe and valiant Chiefefaines,theypaſfed on to- 
wards Thebes : bythe way giving aCaulf fo a ſtrong and 
rich City called Liſſum, the Souldiers thinking fo finde in 
Clitomaches Roxanders liberalify, ſs furiouſiy gave onſet, 
that in thoꝛt time and without any great toffe they fcaled the 
Walls, and alnolf put all to the edge of the ſwoꝛd, the Soul⸗ 
— thus ——— , 83 
tonqueſt as be me chey had dene entting into. 
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Euphues his cenſure 
was made that no man upon paine of death Gould take ene 

peny,but that every one (hould returne to the Campe which 
ſo amazed & diſcoutaged the mercenaty men, that with yearts 
leJe gioanes they went itragling to the tents ; the @enato2s 
entring the houſes g polſeTing ſuch lpoile, that they ſent nome 
Wlaggons laden with trealure to Athens: After thus they 
had ſackt the City, the Thebans hearing of this vid oꝛy gathe⸗ 
ring their koꝛtes together, marched on to meete them, and in 
a Plaine not far from Lifium gave them the incounter, with 
ſuch de ſire to revenge. as the Athenians were fozceda little to 
retire:but Clytomaches, whoſe courage no perill could daunt, 
inccuraged his men, and foz p2wfe of his owne reſolution, 
was fo2molſt in the daward, laying on (ſuch blowes , as hee 
gave witnes how willing he was to be vico2: the @enatozs 
likewiſe with eloquent phzaſes ſought to incourage : but to 
ſmall parpoſe, foz the ſouldiers warily retyring, never ſtod 
ſtroke till they harboured themſelves within the City, where 
tàampiring up the Gates like towards, they diſhonoued the 
foꝛgotten fame and honour of Athens: The Thebans, whoſe 
teeth were ſet on edge with this repulſe, laid legar to the wals, 
and tompalling the City with a double trench, thought either 
ta make them iſſue out to the battaile, 02 elſe to foꝛce them 
pceld by famine: the ſouldiers carelede and heartleſte, would 
ſcarce make defence on the walls, which the Senato2s ſeeing 
one of them ſtepped up, and calling them all into the market 
made them this Oꝛation. 6 | ; 

.. CWozthy Citizens and Souldiers of Athens, ſhall we be 
ſuch cowards, as to meaſure our thoughts by the favours of 
Fo2tune, oz reſemble thoſe bad hounds, that at the firſt fault 
give over the chaſe, ſhall the foile of a little kirmiſh affright 
thoſe minds that hitherto hath been invincible? ſhall diſhonoz 
tearc the Law2ell from our heads, which we have wozne foz 
ſo many friumphs ? Shall the Thebanes who have ever fea 
red our foꝛces, hold us begirf as -bondflaves within a City ? 
hall the towne which of late we ſubdued, bee a harbour fo: 
dur ſelves againſt the enemy 7 ſhall I ſay the woꝛld canonize 
our cowardize in the recozds of infamy, that hitherto hath im⸗ 
blazeveur fame with reſtleſſe pzaiſes 2 No ſouldiers, and fel- 
low compauious, in armes and in foztumes, let this chock bou 
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ſpar to revenge, let us khirſt with a pallionate deſtre till with 
conqueſt oꝛ an honourable deuth we win the glozy wee have 
loſt: dur filver haires weakened in many loꝛepaſſed bat⸗ 
tels ended, to the honowr of the Athentans, although they 
might be wartants of reſt, ſhal not pꝛi viledge us fim hazars 
ding our ſel ves amidft the thickeſt of our enemies: ſo that in⸗ 
tout aged, and as men reſolvedto die, o2 within the field vou 
will with us iſſue out fs put theſe unskilfull Thevans from 
their Trenches. The Souldiers (ſo had the diſceurteons coves 
tize, quatted their courage) as men not hearing, flipt away 
murmuring, as malecontent: which Clicomaches eſpping, 
dꝛawing fozth his ſwo2d, cryed out unts them: how are vou 
beſotted ſouldiers of Athens? why are your cates inchanted 
that the wiſdome of the Senate is holden frivolons?fo2 ſhame 
ſeeke not after viſhonour:behold, Clicomaches your Captaine 
will be the firſt man that ſhall enter the trench of the enemy: 
this ſwoꝛd, this hand, this heart copanrons ſhall fozegard pou, 
as moꝛe willing to die then to b:oke this diſcredit, and if ydu 
be ſo obſtinate, take this blade and ſacrifice my blood, that dy⸗ 
ing J may ſhin that ſhame which foz our cowar dite is like fo 
light on our heads: in vaine did Clitomachies cry ont, foz the 
ſouldiers went their way, and as melancholy men ſate ſtrag⸗ 
ling and full of dumps in the reets: long had they not beene 
thus beleagard, but that newes was bzought to Rox ander 
what miſhap had fallen on his Country: he whom inſury noꝛ 
death could not with⸗ hold from wiſhing well to Athens, ra⸗ 
ther determined to hazard his life by bzeaking the Oſtraciſme 
in returning from exile, then to be thought a feareful and baſe 
minded coward : paſſing therefoze with as much ſpre de as 
might be from Sicilia in pe t untnolone attire, he landed 
in the Pꝛomontozp of Liſtum, within ther leagues of the 
Campe: where he had not wandzed halfe a mile, but by the 
fcowts, he was taken pꝛiſoner, and carried to the Senate of 
Chebes, who thinking that Roxander was baniſhed, toke 
him foꝛ a poꝛe Sicilian, (as he fained himlelfe) i ſuſfred him 
to remaine quiet with fre liberty to paſſe and repalle at his 
liberty. Roxander continuing thus amongit the Thebans, 
hearing that the City began to want vicuals, and how the 
Souldiers mutinous, were about to deliver up the City, de⸗ 
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ſpight-of the Senate upon compoſition.; late in anevening 
getting cloſe to the Malls, called to the watch and told them 
be had a letter to deliver from Roxonder fo the @outbirrs of 
Athens: why villaine (quoth the Watchman) thou art mad, 
Roxander is baniſhed : Truth (quoth he) but returned, and 
taken pꝛiſoner by the Thebans, who to mozrow by eight of 
the clocke ſhall ſuffer death, if he be not ſet fre : fo2 confirmas 
tion of my woꝛds deliver this letter to his ſonne, who knows 
ing his fathers hand, may both read it and witneſſe it ts the 
ſouldiers:tte watchman hearing ſuch ſenſible reaſons to per- 
ſwade him, toke the letter, and Roxander ſecretly ſtole again 
to the Campe: No ſoner did the mozning otatre, s bluſhing 
Aurora beginne to courſe her ſelſe from the bed of Titan, but 
the watchman hyed with the letter into the City, and ſought 
out Roxanders ſonne, who was of no better account then a 
mercenary ſouldier, and to him imparted the whole matter: 
wheoreceiving the letter, found that it was his Fathers wꝛi⸗ 
ting: whereupon, taking the watchman with him, calling the 
ſouldiers byſoundof a Trumpet to the Parket place: he diſs 
283 unto them, fir whoſe ſonne he was : ſecondly what 
d paſt the laſt night between the watchman tan nnknolune 


man, of his fathers impziſonment, and the ſpeevinefſe of his 


death: fo2pzcofe whereof he red them the letter as followeth.

check is the ſtep to god hap. The Athenians are vanquiſhed, 
what of this: man axe ſubject to the pleaſutes of oppoꝛtunities, 
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changeth : and moze honoz is gotten in a moment, then hath 
biene loft in a moneth. The Athenians are rampited as cow- 
ards within the Walls : this (Countrimen)pincheth Roxan- 
der at the heart, that famous Athens; renowned Athens; A⸗ 
thens that was the chieftaine of G2zeece fo2 warkke 9—— 
ſhould be ſtained with diſhonoꝛ and cowardize : yea, C Ps 
men and Souldiers, Roxander in bands in the hands of his 
ene mies, ready to dpe, grioveth : af this vifgrace, and bluſheth 
moꝛe to heare the Thebans call you cowards, then fo hears 
them pzonctince the ſenfence of death:onete wozthy Doulviers, 
you fought to ſret ms from the hands of the Senate which 
were my friends 2now ſe ke fo rid me from the Thebansmy 
foes, and your enenties; who intend to kill Roxander, onel 
decauſe he is Roxander: whoſe liberalify Was the canſe 
your favours. This if J obfaine, J onely in recompence, p20- 
miſe ts be thankfull.

The Senato2s hearing this alarum:were dꝛiven into a maze, 
fil ons or the Captaines dileourked to them ftom point fo point 
the fozecshearſed pzemiles: wherat being aſtonied, comming 
in with Cliromaches into the Market plate, they found the 
Souldiers in armes, and in a ray ready to match towards the 
Gate ofthe Citp. Cixbmaches willing to ſtay them that they 
might not iſtue aut wirhdut advice, cored not pꝛe baile: but 
b:eaking-downe the Rampires as mad men, crying, Ro Ka 
der, liberall Roxander, they iſſued out, litt ie [okt foz of the 
Thebans: whonofwithftanding, ſfanding within their tren 
ches in defence, the Athenians fo baliant ly gave the onſet, that 
in a deſpetat maner as men tontemning death.
